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Canal pacts 
might bring 
Russians 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Russians 
or the Cubans — or both — will become 
entrenched in Panama if the canal 
treaties are ratified, Adm. Thomas 
Moorer warned today. 
“Do not be surprised,” he said, “if this 
treaty is ratified in its present form, to 
see a Soviet and-or Cuban presence 
quickly established in the country of 
Panama.” 


Moorer, a retired former chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, testified against 
the canal treaties as the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee opened a week of 
hearings into the controversial plan to 
turn the canal over to Panama by the 
year 2000. 
But retired Gen. Maxwell Taylor, also 
a former JCS chairman, supported the 
treaties. 


“It is my opinion that both from a 
national and hemispheric point of view, 
the treaties under consideration contain 
provisions of definite advantage,” he 
told the senators. 


At the outset, chairm an John 
Sparkman said he was not inclined to 
favor a proposal by Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, that the entire committee go to 
Panama to take testimony. 
“If the committee thinks it advisable, 
we can go,” the Alabama Democrat 
said, but added: 
“I don’t think these could be con­ 
sidered official hearings.” 
However, Republican Sens. Howard 
Baker of Tennessee and Charles Percy of 
Illinois backed Church’s proposal. 
“I was taken with Senator Church’s 
suggestion,” Baker said. 
“I think members of the committee 
should hear first-hand from the Panama­ 
nians down there,” Percy added. “I cer­ 
tainly support that.” 
Church proposed the trip during a 
television interview (CBS-TV’s Face the 
Nation) in which he was asked if it would 
be a good idea for the chief Panamanian 
negotiator to testify about differing 
interpretations of some treaty provi­ 
sions.

Carter nearly finished 
with tax reform plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter indicated today he nearly has 
finished the tax reform package he will 
send to Congress 
Upon his return from a weekend at the 
presidential retreat in Camp David, Md., 
Carter was asked by a reporter if he had 
finished the tax package. 
“No. But it won’t be long.” Carter said 
after leaving a helicopter which returned 
him to Washington for an afternoon 
White House meeting on tax reform. 
An administration source said Sunday 
the tax package “most likely” will in­ 
clude $22 billion in tax cuts for in­ 
dividuals and businesses. 
The administration source said the tax 
reduction was expected to be $15 billion 
for the public and $7 billion for business. 
“It’s impossible to know for certain 
what all the specifics will be at this 
point,” the source said. “ But the overall 
net tax reductions most likely will be 


around $22 billion.” 
It was the highest tax cut figure yet 
mentioned in the continuing debate over 
what should go into the tax reform 
package which Carter promised while 
running for the presidency. 
While the $22 billion total has been 
mentioned previously, options circulated 
two weeks ago set the likely figure at $17 
billion to $18 billion 
“He’s got a batch of papers with him 
and just about all of it deals with taxes,” 
a White House spokesman said. 
Carter has said his proposals will lead 
to substantial reductions for taxpayers 
and Treasury Secretary Michael 
Blumenthal said Friday chances of a tax 
cut next year are more possible now than 
they were a few months ago. 
But Blumenthal also has said a tax cut 
would be the “sweetener” in a tax 
package likely to reduce benefits en­ 
joyed by many middle class taxpayers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A State 
Department document made public to­ 
day indicates the government sought to 
convince the Vatican not to meet with 
U.S. anti-war groups or Viet Cong 
representatives during the Vietnam 
War. 
The document, released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, said em­ 
bassy officials in Rome “repeatedly 
pointed out” to the Vatican that for 
church officials to meet either anti-war 
groups or the Viet Cong “would not be

fee Brown, and Sister Mary Luke Tobin 
of the Sisters of Loretto. 
All were active in Clergy and Laity 
Concerned, a major anti-war group. The 
document was released to Clergy and 
Laity by the FBI. 
“Over past few weeks,” Martin’s 
memo said, “we have repeatedly pointed 
out to top Vatican officials U.S. belief 
that for them to receive anti-war groups 
or Viet Cong representatives during this 
delicate stage of negotiations would not 
be useful ... 
“Fact that Vatican refused Cox group 
probably a good indication that we have 
successfully made our point,” the memo 
concluded. 
Don Luce, a spokesman for Clergy and 
Laity Concerned, said Congress should 
evaluate “just what the role of an em­ 
bassy is.” 
“Supposedly the role of an American 
embassy is to help American citizens 
rather than to prevent such a meeting of 
American religious leaders with the 
Pope,” he said. 
The visit was in protest of the U.S. 
Christmas bombing of Hanoi and 
Haiphong in 1972. The group hoped to 
meet with Pope Paul VI and present him 
with a candlestick fashioned from a 
bomb that fell on Hanoi.

A Lockheed official said the Lockheed 
Space and Missile Co. employs about 250 
at Vandenberg. with roughly 130 
represented by the union. 
Lockheed activities at the base deal 
primarily with Agena satellites, the 
spokesman said, which are used on a 
variety of classified Air Force 
programs. 
The Lockheed walkout centers around 
disputes over seniority, fringe benefits 
and wages. 
A Lockheed spokesman today said 
Lockheed plants at Burbank, Palmdale 
and Sunnyvale were open and operating 
with management and union members 
not involved in the negotiations 
He said Lockheed “ is ready to 
negotiate and has indicated its 
willingness and in fact is eager to return 
to the bargaining table. We hope that 
will occur shortly.” 
Meanwhile, talks remained stalled in 
the seven-day-old strike against Boeing. 
Almost 23,000 workers have walked off 
their jobs and virtually halted production 
of that firm’s jet airliners. 
Chief Steward Lyle Timmons of IAM 
and AW local 751, which represents 
Vandenberg Boeing machinists, said his 
group has added 10 non-union members 
to their walkout. 
He said the new 
strikers worked in similar duties as the 
union machinists and brought the total 
number of Boeing workers on strike to 
54. 
Boeing officials again refused to com­ 
ment on the strike and stood by their 
week-old statement that “ they are giving 
all normal support to VAFB functions.” 
Boeing employs about 300 persons at the 
base in Minuteman missile activity. 
Puerto Rico to ask 
to 
for statehood soon 
DORADO, Puerto Rico (UPI) - Gov. 
Carlos Romero Barcelo told a meeting of 
UPI editors and publishers today that 
Puerto Rico “ in the near future" would 
ask Congress for statehood in order to 
pull the island out of what he called a 
semi-colonial political status. 
“We are disenfranchised American 
citizens,” the governor told the in­ 
augural meeting of the 18th annual 
EDICON conference, attended by about 
400 editors and publishers and their 
wives. 
“Our situation is an affront to the prin­ 
ciple of American democracy and is a 
source of embarrassment in the United 
Nations as the United States is peren­ 
nially accused of colonialism.” 
The 45-year-old governor, the first of 
three speakers on Puerto Rico’s political 
status, said the island was now ready to 
become a full-fledged state but it would 
keep Spanish as its primary language. 
“In the near future, I am convinced we 
shall formally petition Congress to grant 
us the full range of rights and respon­ 
sibilities that should accompany our 
American citizenship,” he said. “And 
that means statehood.” 


Dayan again 
rejects PLO 
part in talks 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Israeli 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan today 
again rejected any representation by the 
Palestine Liberation 
Organization 
at 
Geneva peace talks — then opened the 
door to possible low-level PLO represen­ 
tation by saying credentials would not be 
checked that closely. 
Dayan, scheduled to address the full 
U N General Assembly later today at 
the start of the third week of general 
debate, also reiterated to newsmen that 
Israeli flatly rejects the idea of any in­ 
dependent Palestine state. 
If the Aral» insist on PLO representa­ 
tion at Geneva, he said, “there will be no 
Geneva 
Then he left the door open a crack. 
Asked whether credentials of any 
Palestinians at peace talks would be 
closely scrutinized for possible PLO con­ 
nection, he replied, “I don’t think so.” 
“As long as they are living in the Gaza 
Strip or the West Bank and they say they 
represent the people of Gaza or the West 
Bank,” Dayan said, “they would be ac­ 
ceptable to us.” 
What would be unacceptable, he said, 
would be any Palestinians coming from 
other countries, such as Syria or Jordan. 
“We want to sit down with the represen­ 
tatives of Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza,” he said. 
“But we shall not be sitting down with 
Palestinians living in Amman.” 
ERA deadline 
extension 
considered 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Justice 
Department is looking into the pos­ 
sibility of extending the deadline for 
ratification of the proposed Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
The answer, expected within a week to 
10 days, could become a major factor in 
the strategies of both supporters and op­ 
ponents of the ERA. 
Attorney General Griffin Bell said 
Sunday the opinion on ERA was 
requested by the White House and his 
staff has been working on the question 
for almost two weeks. The ERA is sup­ 
ported by President Carter. 
The proposed amendment to the Con­ 
stitution has been ratified by 35 of the 
required 38 states, but backers have lit­ 
tle hope of finding three more states 
before the seven-year period allowed for 
ratification expires in March, 1979. 
And at least two state legislatures - 
Nebraska and Tennessee — have voted to 
rescind their ratification votes, a move 
that is being legally questioned. 
Bell, interviewed on NBC-TV’s “Meet 
the Press,” indicated the Justice Depart­ 
ment opinion will take up the question of 
whether states can rescind earlier votes 
and, “if you can extend the time, do you 
have the right to rescind?” 
He said the issue is "inherent” in any 
request for an opinion. 
“That’s one reason I think we ought to 
study a good deal before we render an 
opinion,’'h e said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fire from a 
spill of liquefied natural gas — a fuel ex­ 
pected to be shipped along U.S. coasts in 
increasing quantities — could not be con­ 
trolled by “ existing firefighting 
methods,” says a new congressional 
report. 
The report by the Office of Technology 
and Assessment Sunday also noted there 
are no federal regulations governing the 
location of onshore sites for liquid gas, 
which becomes highly combustible when 
it vaporizes. 
It urged Congress to consider safety 
measures, and predicted that within two 
decades between 5 and 15 per cent of U.S. 
natural gas will be transported from 
Alaska and foreign countries. 
Some experts fear colossal explosions 
could occur if an accident caused the gas 
to ignite in the area of a terminal. 


While small-scale operations of 
liquefied natural gas have caused “few 
serious problems” so far, the report 
said, "new ships and plants will be con­ 
siderably larger than existing ones, and 
problems of scale and limited experience 
make it difficult to predict... the safety 
of the system.” 
The comprehensive report, which will 
be forwarded Monday to the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee that regulates shipp­ 
ing, pointed out that the natural gas is 
condensed to a liquid state at 259 degrees 
below zero fahrenheit and shipped in 
specially designed tankers. 
If such a ship became involved in an 
accident and spilled its cargo, it said, the 
relative heat of the sea water would 
vaporize the liquid into a cloud which 
could then ignite and bum. 
Amnesty group, Irish 
women Nobel winners 


OSLO, Norway (U P I) - The 
Norwegian Nobel Committee announced 
two Nobel peace prizes today — one to 
Amnesty International, the independent 
organization that campaigns worldwide 
for civil rights, and the other to two 
Northern Ireland women waging a drive 
for peace in that violence-torn province. 
The 1977 peace prize was given to 
Amnesty International for its struggle 
against mounting violence, terrorism 
and torture throughout the world. 
The committee, which did not give any 
peace prize last year, awarded the 1976 
prize retroactively to Betty Williams 
and Mairead Corrigan of the Northern 
Ireland Peace Movement. 
The two Belfast women had been given 
a “People’s Peace Prize” last year. 
In giving the 1977 award to Amnesty 
International, the committee said: "In 
the nearly 30 years that have passed 
since the declaration of human rights 
was agreed on in the United Nations, 
positive forces in many countries have 
struggled to fulfill its ideals. But the 
world has also witnessed increased 


brutality and internationalization of 
violence, terrorism and torture. 
“In this situation. Amnesty Inter­ 
national has used its forces to protect the 
value of human life. Amnesty Interna­ 
tional has given practical humanitarian 
and impartial support to people who 
have been imprisoned because of their 
race, religion, or political views.” 
The citation for the women said: “The 
peace movement they initiated has as a 
goal to end the use of violence which has 
marked the tragic split in Northern 
Ireland, and which has claimed so many 
innocent lives. 
“Their initiative paved the way for the 
strong resistance against violence and 
misuse of power which was present in 
broad circles of the people. 
“Alfred Nobel’s wish was that the 
peace prize should be given to those who 
most actively worked for peace and 
brotherhood. Mairead Corrigan and Bet­ 
ty Williams acted from a deep conviction 
that the individual person can make a 
meaningful contribution for peace 
through constructive conciliation work ”

1956 because of reports Russia 
bought 50 million doses from a 
Swiss laboratory, documents 
obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act indicated. 
The documents were obtained 
by attorneys for an ex-soldier 
who said he was interrogated 
while under the influence of 
LSD 
The documents, however, did 
not detail Soviet interest in the 
hallucinatory drug. But they in­

th e 
A rm y 
Intelligence Board and the 
Chemical Laboratory to begin 
experiments. 
On Friday James Thomwell, 
40. Oakland. Calif., said that, 
while he was a soldier in 1961, 
he was surreptitiously given 
LSD as part of an Army in­ 
terrogation in Europe. He said 
it left him psychologically dis­ 
abled 


According to one document 
about U.S. response to Soviet 
interest in LSD, the Army gave 
doses of up to four times the 
normal amount needed for 
maximum effect. 'Hie experi­ 
ments were divided into three 
categories:

“ O p e r a tio n 
T h ird 
Chance,” in which Thomwell 
and nine Europeans suspected 
of being spies were put in isola­ 
tion booths, given LSD and 
questioned. 
— Operations at Fort Bragg, 
Calif., and in Edgewood, Md., 
in which more than 1,000 
volunteers knowingly or surrep­ 
titiously were given LSD to test 
security training under influ­ 
ence of the drug. 


— "Operation Derby Hat,” in 
which seven foreign nationals 
in the Far East suspected of 
dealing in drugs or transporting 
spies were given LSD, tortured 
and questioned. 
Man dead when brain 
dies, say doctors 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The law 
should accept that a man dies 
when his brain dies, six New 
York doctors said in this week's 
Journal of the Am erican 
Medical Association. 
"The principal reason for 
deciding that a person is dead 
should be based on a fundamen­ 
tal understanding of the nature 
of man,” the doctors said. 
"Without a brain, the body 
b e c o m e s th e c o n v e n ie n t 
medium in which the energy- 
requiring states of organs run 
down and the organs decay 
These residual activities do not 
confer an iota of humanity or 
personality.” 
The authors are Frank J. 
Veith, M D and Jack M. Fein. 
M D. from Montefiore Hospital 
and Albert Einstein College of 
Medicine; Moses D. Tendler, 
Ph D., from Yeshiva Univer­ 
sity; Robert M Veatch, Ph.D., 
from the Institute of Society, 
Ethics and the Life Sciences, 
and Marc A. Kleiman. J D., 
LL M , and George Kalkines, 
J.D., from the New York City 
Health and Hospitals Corp 
Some states still define death 
in other ways or fail to provide 
uniform definition, leading to 
complex legal questions about 
medical treatment 
"We are convinced that 
society now has sufficient 
philosophical certainty ... to use 
destruction of the brain as an 
indicator that the person has 
died.” the team said. 
The accepted definition of 


brain death was worked out at 
Harvard Medical School in 1968. 
It includes: "Unreceptivity, un­ 
responsiveness, absence of 
spontaneous movements and 
breathing, absent reflexes, fix­ 
ed dilated pupils, and per­ 
sistence of these findings over a 
24-hour period in the absence of 
intoxicants or hypothermia." 
The doctors also reasoned 
that the concept of death when 
the brain stops functioning does 
not conflict with either Ortho­ 
dox Jewish nor Roman Catholic 
dogma. 
The Orthodox Jewish position 
allows a distinction between 
cell life and the total life of an 
individual 
By that definition, 
"there is no religious impera­ 
tive to continue to use a 
respirator ... in an otherwise 
dead patient.” 
In Roman Catholic thought, 
the primary concept of death is 
separation of the soul from the 
body. Since that event cannot 
be observed, theologians have 
accepted outward signs such as 
the end of heartbeats and 
breathing as marking death. 
But recent teaching holds that 
if such outward signs are ad­ 
mitted to show death, the un­ 
derlying cause of brain death is 
an even more certain symptom 
of death 
While there is no consistent 
Protestant position, many Pro­ 
testa n t the ologian s have 
accepted the end of brain func­ 
tion as the indicator of death, 
the doctors argued.

NOGALES, ARIZ. (UPI) - 
An estimated 700 persons in 
Southern Arizona have been left 
temporarily homeless following 
four days <rf rain which swelled 
the normally dry Santa Cruz 
River over its banks. 
There were no reports of any 
injuries nor any immediate 
damage estimate in the the 
worst flooding in Southern 
Arizona in five years. 
Gov. Raul Castro has called a 
state of emergency for the af­ 
fected areas and has put the 
national guard on alert. 
Authorities said some 600 
persons were evacuated from 
their homes in Nogales — the

Detained S. African 
head had severe injuries 


JOHANNESBURG. 
South 
Africa (UPI) — The autopsy on 
Steve Biko shows the South 
African black leader suffered 
broken ribs and bums in addi­ 
tion to critical brain damage 
while in police custody, the 
Johannesburg Sunday Express 
says. 
South African newspapers 
previously had reported the 30- 
year-old Biko suffered brain in­ 
juries while in police custody, 
but the Express said Sunday the 
autopsy also found evidence of 
other injuries 
"Mr Biko had severe injuries 
to the rib cage, where two ribs 
are reported to have been 
parted from the sternum 
( b r e a s t b o n e ) , 
v a r i o u s 
cauterizations or bums about 
the body and probable renal 
failure, though an analysis of 
kidney tissue apparently is still 
under way.” The Express said 
The newspaper quoted ‘sour­ 
ces” close to the investigation 
into Biko’s death as the basis 
for its report 
The government says Biko 
died after a hunger strike, but 
has delayed the release of the 
autopsy report several times 
and it now may be delayed 
another two weeks. Biko died in 
a police cell on Sept. 12 


His death sparked rioting 
throughout South Africa and 
raised an international outcry. 
He was the 20th person to die in 
police custody since last 
March 
The autopsy report was writ­ 
ten by two government physi­ 
cians and a doctor appointed by 
Biko’s family. 
P o lic e M inis ter J im m y 
Kruger said Biko died after an 
eight-day hunger strike and had 
the "dem ocratic right" to 
starve himself to death. But 
newspapers 
have published 
numerous reports at variance 
with Kruger’s account. 
"It is urgent that the facts 
surrounding Biko’s death are 
officially made known," the 
Rapport newspaper said in 
Johannesburg. "A hanging 
cloud of suspicion cannot be 
tolerated 
"A number of, sometimes 
horrible, (news) reports are ap­ 
pearing here and overseas Pos­ 
sible causes of death are being 
mentioned, with all kinds of im­ 
plications And none of these 
have yet been denied,” the new­ 
spaper said. 
The Rand Daily Mail last 
week was "reprimanded” by 
the South African press council 
on the request of Kruger. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Commission is 
questioning whether young chil­ 
dren should be the targets of 
television commercials. 
"I am not prepared to say 
that advertising directed to 2. 3 
or 4-year-old children is ever 
appropriate,” said FTC Chair­

advertising off the air,” Pert­ 


schuk said. "We hope to use 
these powers aggressively. We 
can go right to court and get a 
preliminary injunction to stop 
an ad That means we can act 
as fast as our lawyers can 
write."

TIJUANA. Mexico (UPI) - 
Federal judicial police are in­ 
vestigating fraud schemes to 
shuttle thousands of undocu­ 
mented M exicans into the 
United States before Congress 
takes action on President 
Carter’s proposal to give 
amnesty for illegal workers 
north of the border. 
More than 20,000 farm 
workers in this border city 
alone are trying to enter the 
United States and go to Los 
Angeles in search of jobs, 
police said Sunday. 
Police said they are investi­ 
gating farm workers’ claims 
that they have paid up to 6300 
for falsified documents, rent 
receipts and social security 
cards sold by "polleros” — 
smugglers who sneak illegal 
workers across the border. 
Some of the farm workers, 
who were captured in the 
United States and returned to 
Mexico, said the "polleros” 
hide them in cargo trucks which 
cross the border late at night.

observers believed was intend­ 
ed as a space spectacular to 
mark the 20th anniversary of 
the launching of Sputnik 1 and 
the Nov. 7 celebrations of the 
60th anniversary of the Russian 
Revolution. 
Moscow radio said that at 
7:09 a.m. (12:09 a.m. EDT) to­ 
day Soyuz 25 cosmonauts 
Vladimir Kovalenok and Valery 
Ryumin had begun automatic 
docking maneuvers to link up 
with the new Salyut 6 space sta­ 
tion, put into orbit on Sept. 29 
As the Soyuz reached to 
within 120 yards of the space 
station unspecified problems 
arose and the docking was 


canceled and the mission 
aborted. 
"Because of some deviations 
from a planned docking regime 
the linkup operation was 
canceled,” Tass news agency 
said. 
The mission was crewed by a 
pair of space rookies. Lt. Col. 
Kovalenok, 35, the commander, 
is a Soviet Air Force transport 
pilot and paratrooper

Powers 
pact 
accepted 


Directors of the Solvang 
M unicipal Im provem en t 
D istrict have accepted a 
proposed joint powers sewer 
agreement with the Santa Ynez 
Community Services District to 
adhere to the latest require­ 
ments set forth by the State 
Water Resources Control 
' 
Board. 
The agreement has been 
revised to meet stipulations 
outlined by Ray Walsh of the 
SWRCB in a lengthy letter to 
SMID 
Copies of the agreement will 
be forwarded to Walsh for final 
approval and to the SYCSD 
before being returned to 
Solvang for eventual execution. 
Walsh indicated in his letter 
that the state demands execu­ 
tion of the pact by both districts 
before the final release of 
(150,000 in grant funds for the 
recently completed expanded 
Solvang sewer plant project can 
be made. 
It was indicated, however, by 
SMID officials, that only SMID 
need execute the contract in 
order for the grant funds to be 
rplpdsed 
At the behest of Walsh. SMID 
agreed to revise the capacity 
rights section to reflect that if 
the rated capacity is in excess 
of design capacity due to inclu­ 
sion of Santa Ynez, each dis­ 
trict would share in the in­ 
crease. 
The Solvang district also 
agreed to pay Santa Ynez its 
share of interest on funds 
deposited by Santa Ynez and in 
regard to terminating Santa 
Ynez sewer connections when 
the capacity reaches 90 per 
cent. SMID will agree to allow 
the SYCSD to connect to full 100 
per cent of capacity as long as 
SMID is assured that Santa 
Ynez has made arrangements, 
including financing, to handle 
the increased loads 
SMID did not agree to all of 
the stipulations, however. It 
has not gone along with the pay­ 
ing of capital recovery costs by 
each district according to its 
percentage in the total capacity 
of the plant expansion project. 
Attending the session as a 
s p e c t a to r , M rs 
J a c k ie 
Chiapella. secretary of the 
SYCSD, discussed the joint 
powers agreement informally 
with the SMID directors. 
She told the SMID board that 
the SYCSD was not closing the 
door on Solvang but was active­ 
ly seeking data on the pos­ 
sibility of creating a local alter­ 
native — a sewer treatment 
plant in the Santa Ynez area — 
because state funds have been 
lost to deadlines

The County board of super­ 
viso rs will hear finalized 
reports on a long-term study of 
needs of the Los Olivos com­ 
munity at a public hearing Mon­ 
day, Oct. 17. 
The supervisors’ session will 
come just two weeks prior to 
the end of the six-month 
building moratorium placed on 
Los Olivos by the county. 
The Los Olivos Improvement 
Assn., will host a meeting 
Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Grange Hall in Los Olivos to 
receive final input from area 
residents on the several facets 
of the study. 
Expected to attend and 
answer questions which the 
community may have will be 
representatives of the county 
departments of health, tran­ 
sportation and public works.

School financing bill scored 


A special meeting of the 
board of directors of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District will be held Tuesday at 
7:30 p.m. at the office of the 
board, 3622 Sagunto Street. 
Santa Ynez. 
William Laran jo, w ater 
board president, said the ses­ 
sion is being called for the pur­ 
pose of meeting with directors 
of the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District for a dis­ 
cussion concerning state water 
project subscription or commit­ 
ment. 
The agenda will include a dis­ 
cussion of subscription of state 
water by SMID, the SYRWCD 
and its Improvement District 
No. 1. 
At its last meeting, directors 
of SMID agreed to meet with 
the river board directors but 
remained adamant about its 
state supplemental water needs 
being handled by Improvement 
District No. 1 
SMID directors have expres­ 
sed the opinion that there is no 
reason to belong to the im­ 
provement district and pay 
taxes if it has to take care of its 
supplemental state water supp­ 
lyDirectors of the Solvang dis­ 
trict have also requested that 
George Dukes and Richard 
Christensen, the two Solvang 
r e p r e s e n ta t iv e s on the 
Improvement District No. 1 
board of trustees attend the 
joint session Tuesday. 


Under AB 65 only seven of the 
county's 24 school districts will 
receive additional money. Dr. 
James A. Rowe, county schools 
associate superintendent, has 
reported to the County Board of 
Education. 
Calling the bill “ a hoax” 
because it does not provide 
what it was supposed to — 
money to comply with a 
Suprem e Court ruling to 
equalize school financing in the 
state, and also to provide tax 
relief — Rowe said it will cost 
between $4 and $5 billion dollars 
to finance the bill during its 
first four or five years. 
The “ low-wealth districts in 
the county’ ’ — Buellton, 
Casmalia, Guadalupe, Orcutt, 
Santa Maria elementary and 
secondary and Lompoc Unified 
— are the seven that will be 
helped under AB 65. 
The additional money they 
receive will come from the so- 
called “ high wealth districts.” 
Low wealth districts are ones 
having low assessed valuation 
behind each pupil. High wealth 
districts are the opposite. They 
have high assessed valuations 
behind each pupil. 
There will not be an actual in­ 
terchange of dollars between 


the districts, Rowe explained 
Rather, the state will withhold 
from its calculated apportion­ 
ments to “ high-wealth” dis­ 
tricts — on a formula not yet 
ready for the 1977-’78 school 
year — amounts of money to 
forward to low-wealth districts. 
These high wealth districts 
will not receive additional 
funds to operate the programs 
the state mandates under AB 
65 
“ But somebody is going to 
h ave to pay fo r th o se 
programs.’’ Rowe said, “ and if 
the state won’t then local 
property taxpayers must, even 
though local districts had no 
say as to whether or not they 
wanted the new programs, for 
instance, competence testing 
The bill is complex, difficult 
to explain, and difficult to un­ 
derstand, Rowe noted Board 
members agreed 
They also 


agreed it certainly was not 
coming to the relief of property 
taxpayers. 
One of the perplexing parts of 
school finance is what is 
referred to as "slippage.” 
Slippage is the difference 
between what local school dis­ 
tricts are told they will receive 
in state apportionment and 
what they actually receive. 
Rowe said that the state's 
formula for allocations to dis­ 
tricts is calculated on the asses­ 
sed valuation and enrollment of 
the prior year. 
However, actual assessed 
valuations and actual enroll­ 
ment turn out to be con­ 
siderably different from those 
estimated. 
“ Slippage” in the amount of 
millions of dollars is budgeted 
to school districts and ends up 
being returned to the state’s 
general fund,’’ Rowe said.

reported that over the next 
several months, the Brown 
administration, will be, in ef­ 
fect, putting some MO or more 
. young Californians out of work 
to employ CCC members. 
They also complained of an 
“arbitrary” California Conser­ 


vation Corps (CCC) rule limit­ 
ing the program to those 
between the ages of 18 to 20. 
No one was available for 
comment in Brown’s office Sun­ 
day. 
Those 
about-to-be-jobless 
workers are between the ages 
of 18 and 31 years old and many 
are members of the Ecology 
Corps program, created under 
the administration of former 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. They 
mainly fight fires for the state 
Department of Forestry. 
While members of the Ecolo­ 
gy Corps are worrying about 
unemployment, the newspaper 
reported, the new director of 
the CCC, Leroy Chatfield, has 
written each member of the 
state senate and assembly ask­ 
ing for 10 qualified young adults 
from their districts.

“Plant officials know the 
cause,” he said. “All we could 
see was the damage.” 
Reporters and photographers 
were prevented from entering 
the sprawling plant area by two 
guards at the gate of the high 
fence around the facility. Com­ 
pany officials remained in the 
plant and away from the fence 
Myers said he understood the 
process in the building where 
the blast occurred involved 
magnesium displacing titanium 
in a magnesium recovery 
process.

MOSCOW (UPI) - A Soviet 
scientist says an international 
study of ocean currents and the 
atmosphere in the so-called 
"Bermuda Triangle” proves no 
supernatural mystery exists 
there. 
Scientist Yevgeny Baranov 
was interviewed by a Soviet 
newspaper when the research 
ship Victor Bugayev returned

“A thorough study of the 
structure of the ocean waters 
and the atmosphere in the Ber­ 
muda Triangle will help prove 
that nothing supernatural oc­ 
curs there,” Baranov said. 


“The fact that the ocean sur­ 
face in that area is 25 meters

level speaks of nothing by itself 
In the Colombo (Sri Lanka) 
area for example the ocean 
level is even lower — 70 meters

ST. LO UIS (U P I) - Inves­ 
tigators say a sniper attack 
which killed one man and 
wounded another as they left a 
Bar Mitzvah celebration at a 
synagogue 
w as 
“ h ig h ly 
premeditated.” 
No one has been arrested. 
Police said Sunday night they 
had no idea who the sniper 
might be. 
‘*It was a very carefully plan­ 
ned, highly premeditated at­ 
tack,” said suburban Rich­ 
mond Heights Detective Capt. 
Lee Lankford. “ He obviously 
came here and got set up. He 
laid in wait.” 
Investigators said the sniper 
fashioned a stand to hold his 
high-powered rifle steady. Two 
large spikes wrapped in a sock 
were driven into a telephone 
pole on a weed-covered knoll 
about 300 to 400 feet from the 


synagogue parking lot. 
A 30.06 semi-automatic rifle, 
fitted with a telescopic sight, 
was found at the foot of the pole 
along with five spent shells. The 
serial number on the rifle had 
been scratched out but police 
said they were hoping to bring 
out the number by chemical 
means. 


A large black guitar case 
found in the weeds apparently 
was used to carry the weapon. 
Killed was Gerald Gordon, 42, 
suburban Chesterfield, who 
died in an operating room at St. 
Louis County Hospital about 
two hours after he was shot 
Saturday. A bullet had pierced 
his arm and lodged in his chest. 


W illiam Lee Ash, 30. Akron, 
Ohio, was struck in the left 
hand and hip by a single bullet. 
He was in good condition at 


County Hospital where physi­ 
cians said he would lose one and 
perhaps two fingers. 


One of the bullets, all of 
which were fired in quick suc­ 
cession, passed through a suit 
coat worn by Steven Goldman, 
40, suburban Creve Coeur, but 
he was not injured. 
The men were guests at a Bar 
Mitzvah at the Brith Sholom 
Kneseth Israel Congregation 
Synagogue. They were among a 
small group of persons who 
were leaving the celebration 
and walking to their autos when 
the shots rang out.

Growing up in Glendale, Mike Warren, 
saw, heard and knew of the tradition St. 
Francis had in football.

Warren returned “home” Friday night 
and watched as his Braves dealt the 
Golden Knights a 19-2 defeat for the 
Braves fourth consecutive win over a 4-A 
school. 
The Braves didn’t do it in any spec­ 
tacular fashion but they did it the way 
Warren likes football to be played — 
hardnosed. 
It looked like the officials were going 
to gain more yardage than both teams as 
the vellow flags flew a total of 14 times 
for i43 yards. TTiat’s just 29 yards more 
than the entire Lompoc defense allowed. 
The Braves got hit with 40 yards in the 
first quarter alone. 
Midway through the first stanza. Lom­ 
poc had the ball on the St. Francis 45 
when Pat Fridrich ran one of his favorite 
power plays to the St. Francis’ 15. 
The Braves didn’t let up as quarter­ 
back Casey Candaele ran a perfect 
brotleg to pay dirt, or so it seemed 
A clipping penalty at the goalline 
nullified the score. 
The Braves were set back to their 16. 
Things got progressively worse as the 
Braves faced a fourth-and nine at the 14. 
But Candaele had an ace up his sleeve 
and his name was Fridrich. 
The senior fullback rolled in for the 
score, Candaele added the extra point 
and tiie Braves never looked back.

On one hand the interception stopped 
the Golden Knights cold but on the other 
hand it put Lompoc at their own two- 
yard line. 
On the first play from the two, 
Fridrich got caught in the end zone for a 
safety. 
The Lompoc defense did a stellar job 
and got the ball back in good field posi­ 
tion with close to nine minutes left in the 
half. 


The Braves battered St. Francis 
for minimal yardage then went up top 
and struck like lightning. 
Candaele and flanker David Aragon 
held their weekly passing clinic and 
showed St. Francis how to pick up 47 
yards in a hurry. 
It was another circus catch by Aragon 
and it put the Braves down on the two 
where Joe Aguilar took it over, two plays 
later. 
The extra point missed and for all in­ 
tents and purposes the Braves had No. 4 
locked up 
When asked if he and Candaele were 
going to keep the aerial show going this 
season, Aragon came back: “You bet. 
We’re going to complete a lot more of 
those.” and Candaele answered the same 
question with an aproving nod 
The second half wasn’t nearly as ex­ 
citing as the first, but it did provide the 
Braves with a few anxious moments 
Few openers, the Golden Knights had a 
43-yard pass play from Jimenez to 
Kerwin Bell nullified by a clipping 
penalty. 
The second anxious moment came 
whenthe Golden Knights were driving for 
a score and the ever-present Mr Can­ 
d aele showed St. F rancis he knew how to 
play defense by snaring a Jiminez pass 
late in the fourth quarter. 
The Braves got their final score as 
Fridrich chewed up the yardage towards 
the end of the third and beginning of the 
fourth quarters.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
National League champion Los 
Angeles Dodgers, fresh from 
their rain-slogged 4-1 pennant- 
clinching victory over the 
Philadelphia Phillies, arrived 
in New York today confident 
they are the luckiest team in all 
baseball, if not also the best. 
“I prayed to God throughout 
the series with Philadelphia,” 
said Dodgers’ Manager Tom 
Lasorda, “and the way things 
turned out I don’t think I should 
bother Him about the World 
Series.” 
Dodgers’ second baseman 
Davey Lopes, who was ruled 
safe at first base in the incredi­ 
ble ninth-inning rally that 
brought Los Angeles its third- 
game victory Friday and was at 
the plate when Steve Carlton 
uncorked his disastrous wild 
pitch in the fifth inning Satur­ 
day. credited Lasorda with the 
Dodgers' sudden run of good 
fortune. 
“ T hat’s right, we’re the 
luckiest,” said Lopes. “ But 
when you’re around people like 
Tom Lasorda, some of his luck , 
rubs off on you. A lm ost 
everybody on this club had his 
best year this season and that’s 
no accident. 
“ Before spring training, 
Tommy took everyone on the 
team to dinner and told each of 
us what he expected of us and 
everyone responded.” 
One Dodger who especially 
responded was le ftfield er 
Dusty Baker, who was nearly 
traded during the winter after 
struggling through an injury- 
plagued 1976 season. Lasorda 
pleaded with the Dodger front 
office not to include Baker in 
any deals and made it a point to 
let everyone know that Baker 
would be an important cog in 
the Dodgers' bid to overhaul the 
World Champion Cincinnati 
Reds in the National League 
West. 


Baker hit .291 with 86 RBI 
this year and helped the 
Dodgers set a major league 
record by being one of four hit­ 
ters on the club to belt 30 or 
more homers. But it was in the 
playoffs that Baker really 
paid Lasorda back for his con­ 
fidence — slugging a grand 
slam home run to win the se­ 
cond game and hitting a two- 
run shot to give Tommy John 
all the cushion he needed in the 
4-1 clincher. 
“They told us we wouldn’t be 
here and we proved them 
wrong,” said Baker, who was 
the overwhelming choice as the 
Most Valuable Player of the 
playoffs. “ Have you ever seen 
Love American Style,’ that tv 
show with all the fireworks go­ 
ing off at the beginning? Well, 
that’s how I feel now 
“Tommy told me I was his 
leftfielder right from the very 
first. He told me not to worry 
but to get ready at my own 
pace. That’s all I needed, the 
knowledge that I didn’t have to 
compete for my $2.” 
L aso rd a, who has now . 
become the 19th manager in 
major league history to win a 
pennant in his first full year, 
has indeed enjoyed a storybook 
first season as a successor to 
the quiet, unassuming Walter 
Alston, who m anaged the 
Dodgers for 23 years with none 
of the flourish of the jolly 
Neapolitan. 
It started at the winter 
meetings in Los Angeles, when 
Lasorda wowed the visiting 
press and baseball dignitaries 
by coaxing Hollywood cronies 
Frank Sinatra, Don Rickies and 
Cary Grant to perform. It con­ 
tinued when the Dodgers bolted' 
out of the starting gate and won 
22 of their first 26 games to run 
away with the National League 
West pennant race before it 
ever began.

Parsons, who became the six­ 
th driver in NASCAR history to 
earn more than a million 
dollars in his career, ran out of 
gas with 47 laps to go but 
recovered to win the event at 
the Charlotte Motor Speedway. 
“They told me on the radio to 
pit as I went into the third cor­ 
ner,” Parsons said “I thought I 
would ride around again just to 
make sure. 
“I ran out of gas just coming 
off (turn) four I knew coasting 
around would be real slow The 
worst thing about it was I 
thought the car might not 
restart. But it did.” 
Parsons won $41,075, includ­ 
ing $12.300 in lap money for 
leading 250 of the 334 laps, and 
moved into second place in the 
Winston Cup points standings 
behind Yarborough Both driv­ 
ers were in Chevrolets. 
Yarborough, who now has a 
good chance to win his second 
Winston Cup points title in as 
many years, was second. David 
Pearson, in a Mercury, was 
third, followed by Buddy Baker 
in a Ford and Darrell Waltrip in 
a Chevrolet. 
Pearson. Baker and Waltrip 
were one lap behind Parsons at 


the finish of the $250,000 event. 
Every driver in the field con­ 
ceded that Parsons had the 
fastest car on the track, par­ 
ticularly after Richard Petty 
had to drop out because of 
mechanical trouble while 
leading the race. 
“I knew we could catch Cale 
back because we were picking 
him up all day long.” said 
Parsons. “ I knew we had 
enough laps to catch him 
The race was slowed only 18 
laps by four caution flags, but 
mechanical problems plagued 
several of the top drivers on the 
circuit. 
Petty broke a shock absorber 
coming out of the fourth turn 
and slowed his Dodge quickly. 
Pearson and Bobby Allison got 
sideways trying to avoid Petty 
and spun down the front 
straightaway through the grass 
and mud 
When Petty had that trou­ 
ble. it looked like he just slam­ 
med on the brakes.” Pearson 
said “I was looking for a place 
to go. I slammed into Cale, then 
headed for the hills I got grass 
all over myself when I hit the 
apron. We could never get it 
back after that.” 
Yarborough said his bump 
with Pearson was not a factor 
in his finish. 
“Benny just flat put it on us.” 
Yarborough said. “I got outrun, 
pure and simple I don’t believe 
I've ever seen Benny’s car so 
right.”

Jay-Ehret Mahoney, chair­ 
man of the AAU membership 
committee said neither group’s 
claims to international recogni­

“The ASA’s application for 
allied membership portrayed a 
fine organizational setup for an 
amateur sport.” Mahoney said 
“But their application came in 
as a sole governing body, 
which, under the evidence, we 
can’t accept.

passes for 287 yards, including 
39 and 27 yards passes to James 
Lofton for the winning score 44 
seconds from the end. Ad­ 
ditionally. little Darrin Nelson 
(5-9, 168 pounds) ran over, 
through and around UCLA’s 
defensive line for 187 yards and 
two TDs and caught four pas­ 
ses, while Lofton had six 
catches for 126 yards. 
“Dils did a tremendous job,” 
said Walsh of his sub quarter­ 
back “He led the team and at 
times carried it with his poise.” 
Don James was equally im­ 
pressed with his Huskies’ vic­ 
tory over Oregon, and well he 
might be after watching them 
drop three of their first four 
starts, all to non-conference 
schools. 
Tailbacks Joe Steele and Kyle 
Stevens each ran over for a pair 
of Husky scores and tight end 
Scott Greenwod added two TDs, 
one on a pass reception and the 
other on a recovered fumble. 
“We took advanatge of every 
break,” James said of the 
Huskies. “That’s something we 
hadn’t done with any consisten­ 
cy in our previous games This 
victory was a morale builder. 
Now, maybe we can get 
something rolling ” 
The Trojans were completely 
deflated by their loss to 
Alabama, so much so that no 
one had anything to say after it 
was over. • 
“I don’t want to talk about 
it,” said star tailback Charles 
White, who was held to 63 yards 
rushing by the Crimson Tide 
defense That defense saved the 
game in the final seconds by

"Undoubtedly, the 
ones of greatest value to the 
ordinary player are Easley 
Blackwood's series of hands 
showing basic play Hera is a 
very good one ” 
Oswald: "The slam bid is a 
perfect one. but many players 
would lose it because West 
bolds both the ace and jack of 
club*." 


Jim: “The winning player 
sees an extra chance. Maybe 
dummy’s fourth diamond can 
be established So he starts 
proceedings by discarding two 
diamonds on dummy’s ace 
and king of hearts Then he 
cashes the ace of diamonds, 
niffs a diamond, enters dum­ 
my with the king of trumps 
over his own queen and ruffs 
another diamond 
Everyone 
follows and he has a parking 
place for his six of clubs If 
diamonds failed to break he 
could still try the club play ” 
Oswald: "Note Easley’s 
bidding 
South did not use 
Blackwood because he had a 
void suit.” 


A California reader wants to 
know what the penalty is for a 
player who reminds partner 
during the bidding that there 
is a part score. 
Bridge rules provide no 
penalty except that the 
offender s partner may be 
barred Thus, if the bidding 
has gone one club-two-clubs- 
three clubs and the three-club 
bidder says, "We have 40 on 
score," the offender wants to 
bar his partner so the only 
penalty available is U) stop 
playing with the culprit.

POLLY'S POINTERS 


Polly Cram er 


Make mildewed sheet sweet 
By Polly C ram er 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 
DEAR POLLY—I would like to know if anyone can 
tell m e how to take mildew out of a new bed sheet that 
I would like to continue using.-BONNIE. 
DEAR BONNIE—Old mildew stains are often 
impossible to remove but since yours is new perhaps 
the following will work. I presume the sheet is white 
as you did not say otherwise. Wash in warm suds, 
rinse and if they still remain soak in bleach water 
(one tablespoon bleach to a quart of water) and let 
soak for 15 to 20 minutes. I would put only the spotted 
areas in this water Wash and rinse as usual. Ifstains 
are not too bad rub with a cut lemon, apply salt 
generously and put in the sun.—POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY—I save money by making a bottle of 
shampoo last a longer tim e. When I have used shampoo 
so that it is down about three inches in the bottle I add 
hot w ater and shake it up so it im mediately becomes 
like a brand new bottle and still does a terrific shampoo 
keep doing this several tim es during the use of one 
e and do the sam e with my dishwashing liquid.— 
CELIA. 
DEAR POLLY—I am at the age when so many of my 
friends are often in the hospital and as I live on a fixed 
income I find it hard to buy flowers or plants for them 
that will come within my budget. 
Recently I went to a rummage sale where I bought 
four nice white vases for 20 cents each. The next week 
when I went to call on a sick friend I filled one of these 
vases with red geraniums from my garden and this 
made a stunning looking arrangement and so much 
nicer than one I could have afforded to buy and the total 
cost was just 20 cents (Polly’s note-Thoee with green 
thumbs could start plants for such use from cuttings 
taken from their own house plants.)—HELEN S. 
DEAR POLLY—One of the readers asked how to 
remove water spots from polished surfaces 
I nib 
ordinary toothpaste on the one spot with a soft cloth or 
better still the heel of the hand or fingertips. The spot 
will disappear and then furniture polish can be used as a 
follow-up if desired.

Freedom in our hands 


Beginning today is National 
Newspaper Week and we 
would be remiss if we did not 
editorialize on* our own, very 
special week. 
We Americans are said to 
take our freedoms for granted, 
much as we take electricity, 
water or gas for granted — un­ 
til we are deprived of them. 
By merely picking up our 
newspaper off our doorstep, 
we expect to find out the latest 
news from city hall or the 
state capitol and to learn what 
has been happening in the Mid­ 
dle East or Africa. We demand 
— and usually get — reliable, 
objective reports about these 
events that affect our lives. 
Yet in comparatively few 
nations outside our own does a 
free and independent press ex­ 
ist. Millions of people on this 
planet receive no world news 
and have no idea what their 
own leaders are doing because 
of grinding poverty, illiteracy 
or the harsh political condi­ 
tions under which they live. 


Freedom of the Press is a rare 
and fragile thing in our world. 
It has been said with some, 
but not much, exaggeration 
that the American’s right to 
know is the world’s right to 
know. For any news story that 
is printed in the American 
press can and does flow freel

press can ana aoes now treeiy 
and rapidly around the world. Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
So, news stories about many 
issues involving crisis or 
human rights that first find 
their way into our newspapers 
can later be read in Europe, 
Asia or South America. And 
most of the news that Asians, 
Africans or Latin Americans 
read was most likely collected 
and written by a free jour­ 
nalist from America or 
Western Europe. 


So for the inarticulate and 
submerged millions without 
newspapers, living in poverty 
and with only dim hopes of 
achieving political freedom, 
their freedom is literally in 
our hands. 


Schlesinger's rise to power

The message 


All of our congressmen, every once in 
awhile, send out questionnaires to find 
out what their constituents are thinking 
and believing. Supposedly, the answers 
to such questionnaires provide a guide to 
the representative on just how to do their 
job. 
Over the years, we have received the 
r e s u l t s 
o f 
su c h 
q uestionnaires, 
not 
____ 
only from our local 
c o n g re ssm a n , 
but 
from others in thei 
state of California. 
Nearly all match. 
One would think, 
then, that members of 
Congress would get a 
message. 
But they 
don’t. 
C ongressm an Bob 
Lagomarsino has just 
mailed us the results 
of his latest questionnaire based on the 
question: 
‘if you were a congressman 
for a day, what would you do?” 
The g re a te st num ber of people 
answered simply that they would reduce 
the size of the federal bureaucracy. It 
was their biggest concern, followed by 
their negative image of Congress. 
We found particularly interesting the 
answers to specific questions posed by 
the congressman relating to specific 
measures now under consideration by 
Congress. For example: 
Do you think the recent federal jobs 
program has been effective in curbing 
unemployment? The answer, nearly 60 
per cent no 
Should Congress pass legislation allow­ 
ing “ instant voting” without prior 
registration? The answer, nearly 84 per 
cent no. 


Should Congress create a federal 
agency for consumer protection? 
The 
answer, nearly 55 per cent no. 
Should the government use taxpayer 
funds to pay the campaign expenses of 
congressional candidates? The answer, 
nearly 71 per cent no. 
All of the above issues are currently 
active in Congress. 
With such an 
overwhelming negative reaction from 
constituents, it is almost impossible to 
believe they they should have been con­ 
sidered in the first place. 
And that is why a great concern on 
people’s minds is their negative image of 
Congress

W A SH IN G T O N

J a m e s 
Schlesinger’s rise from political ob­ 
scurity to political power has been 
smooth and subtle. He has the air more 
of a college professor than an energy 
czar. But behind the pipe smoke and con­ 
templative manner, he has the heart of 
an industrial tycoon. 
He has been an un­ 
abashed advocate of 
nuclear power, for ex­ 
ample, ever since he 
c a m e o u t of th e 
Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission in the early 
1970s. The big utility 
companies desperate­ 
ly want to develop 
energy, of course, that 
will utilize their ex­ 
isting grid system s 
and perm it them to go 
on selling electricity 
to the populace. A more revolutionary 
form of energy, such as solar power, 
might put the utility industry out of 
business. 
There is disquieting evidence that 
Schlesinger may be quietly stacking the 
new Energy Dept, with subordinates who 
share his enthusiasm for nuclear power. 
Top policymaking positions will go, for 
example, to John O’Leary and Dale 
Myers, who are regarded as nuclear 
proponents. 
Dr. Ja m e s L iv erm an , a nuclear 
apologist, has been m entioned as 
Schlesinger’s choice to be his new en­ 
vironmental chief. This possibility has so 
outraged environm entalists that a coali­ 
tion has dashed off a private letter to 
Schlesinger, warning that they “ would 
oppose’’ Liverm an’s nomination. 
Schlesinger’s 
m ost 
controversial 
choice, however, may turn out to be 
Robert Thome, who heads the San Fran­ 
cisco office of the Energy Research and 
Development Administration (ERDA). 
Schlesinger has Thome in mind as his as- 
s is ta n t s e c r e ta r y 
in c h a rg e of 
technology, an office that will control the 
Energy Dept.’s nuclear operations. 
Thome not only was in charge of 
nuclear affairs in San Francisco but 
a lle g e d ly fu n d ed an a p p a re n tly 
“ improper” lobbying effort to influence 
Congress to look kindly upon nuclear 
power. 


He used $113,250 of the taxpayers’ 
m oney to e s ta b lis h th e E n e rg y 
Awareness Project — an idea advanced 
by a registered nuclear lobbying group 
known as the California Council for En­ 
vironmental and Economic Balance (C- 
CEEB). 
There is a suspicion that the Energy 
Awareness Project was really supposed 
to make the public and Congress more 
aware of nuclear energy, although a 
CCEEB spokesman told us the project 
was intended to inform the public on all 
energy alternatives. 
The CCEEB stated in its original 
proposal, without mentioning nuclear 
power, that “ we would want participants 
to write their congressmen to ask them 
to support specific legislation, pass 
resolutions, write letters to the editor.” 
Thome’s office adopted this idea to the 
tune of $113,250 over the objections of at 
least one subordinate who warned in an 
internal memo: 
“ I believe such an ef­ 
fort to be both ill-conceived and mis­ 
directed.” 
He added with emphasis: 
‘The logic of the proposal not only es­ 
capes me; but, its outline would appear 
to be an excellent plan for one of the 
greatest political boondoggles of modern 
tim es.” 
The suspicions of Rep. Jam es Jeffords. 
R-Vt., have also been aroused. He has 
asked the General Accounting Office to 
investigate the project. The taxpayers’ 
money was used, he charges, for what 
appears to be “ improper purposes, in­ 
cluding possibly the use of appropriated 
funds to lobby th e C ongress on 
legislative m atters.” 
Footnote: 
Thome told our associate 
Marc Smolonsky that the $113,250 grant 
did not finance a pro-nuclear lobby ef­ 
fort. A spokesman for Schlesinger said 
John O’Leary “ won’t be directly in­ 
volved” with nuclear power and that 
Dale Myers is a “professional m anager’’ 
with no strong nuclear convictions 
A 
White House source said that Dr. Jam es 
Liverman is “ serving in a housekeeping 
capacity” and “definitely is not a can­ 
didate” for a permanent energy post. 
POT POLICY - The men around 
President C arter have been quarreling 
behind the scenes over what words to put 
in his mouth on the marijuana question. 
One faction favored a more sym­ 
pathetic attitude toward pot smoking. 


They managed to get their ideas into an 
early draft of the drug policy message 
that Carter asked his aides to write for 
him . 
This w as approved by the 
president’s health adviser Dr. Peter 
Bourne. 
It in c lu d e d such s e n te n c e s as 
“ marijuana has become an established 
factor throughout our society and the sky 
has not fallen" and “research studies in­ 
dicate it may have beneficial uses in the 
treatm ent of certain types of illness.” 
The proposed message also contained 
a suggestion that the states should repeal 
their criminal prohibitions,“ thus bring­ 
ing to a close an unhappy and misguided 
chapter in our history.” 
But these sentences were too strong 
for scholarly Stuart E izenstat, the 
President’s top domestic policy adviser. 
He dashed off a confidential memo to 
C arter, declaring: 
“ I am very con­ 
cerned about the marijuana section of 
this m essage.” 
Eizenstat protested that "the section 
on m arijuana is written in an almost 
laudatory tone, which I believe is unfor­ 
tunate.” 
Some of the sentences, he 
objected, “ almost seem to be a positive 
recommendation of the drug.” 
The president struck out the sentences 
that Eizenstat didn’t like. Nevertheless, 
th e 
f i n a l 
m e s s a g e 
e n d o r s e d 
decriminalization of small mounts of 
pot. 
MORE ON MOORE - West Virginia’s 
ex -G o v . A rch M oore is a m o st 
sophisticated hillbilly, with a clean-cut, 
all-American look. 
Yet we have been 
obliged to w rite from time to time about 
his shenanigans. This finally led to an in­ 
vestigation of Moore by the state’s ethics 
committee, which keeps a watchdog’s 
eye on West Virginia lawyers. 
The ethics committee, however, never 
got a chance to inspect the exhaustive 
files that the Justice Dept, and Internal 
Revenue Service have compiled on him. 
In the name of privacy, the federal agen­ 
cies refused to divulge the information to 
the ethics committee. 
The committee can’t produce enough 
documentation, therefore, to take action 
against Moore. Of course, he could dis­ 
solve the cloud over his head simply by 
authorizing the federal government to 
release its files on him to the ethics com­ 
mittee.

The harvest was 
coming in; the toting up of the year, for 
good or bad, had begun; and the children, 
newly shod, shorn, and clothed, were 
resigned, if not reconciled, to once again 
being subjected to the painful process of 
education. 
Tf was an exciting time. 
But our Septembers are different now. 
They have become that tim e of the year 
when the appointed judicial lords of our 
great Republic calls us to account for not 
having obeyed th e ir com m ands to 
eradicate from our society, the last 
vestige of racial discrimination that has 
plagued the world for centuries. “ You 
have failed again” , they tell us, “ what 
we conceive to be your responsibilities 
under your Constitution. Therefore : We 
decree that this coming year, a greater 
num ber of your ch ild ren shall be 
delivered to us as hostages until such 
time as you, the people, solve this simple 
problem to our satisfaction.” 
We listen to our lords, and rem em ber­ 
ing our forefathers who forged our Con­ 
stitution, we are passive, and we obey. 
But as we listen and obey, there is a 
lingering doubt. How, we idly wonder, 
would those giants of our past who signed 
that document, view the use of our 
children as a means of compelling us to 
find a final solution to an ancient 
problem of mankind. 
The question nags.

This letter is concerning the Urban- 
Rural line proposed by the Lompoc Ad­ 
visory Committee headed by Art Hibbits. 
It was amazing to me to see at the Thurs­ 
day night meeting that a handful of peo­ 
ple were trying to stop the growth of this 
county by making an imaginary line 
around certain pieces of land. It is true 
that we need “planned growth,” but they 
should not deliberately ignore the tax 
paying public and make this line so tight 
around the already developed land so as 
to prevent future growth. To begin with, 
what makes this committee, which is 
made up mostly of no-growthers, think 
that the few property owners inside their 
urban line will sell their land for the pur­ 
pose of growth? 


If this Urban-Rural line becomes law, 
future and present property owners who 
own parcels sm aller than 40 acres out­ 
side this line, and who have not yet built 
on their property, would find their 
property labeled as non-conforming to 
the ordinance and would find it difficult, 
if not impossible, to build on their own 
property until 1900. 


As part of the audience and a property 
owner of land in a large subdivision east 
of the line, I requested their line to be ex­ 
tended to include Cebada Canyon Road 
and as far east as Tularosa Road which 
is in the Lompoc Valley. It is becoming 
apparent to me and hundreds of other 
people that our Fourth District Super­ 
visor and his appointees are more for NO 
growth than they are for PLANNED 
growth. 


I would like to take this opportunity to 
urge all property owners in Santa Bar­ 
bara County to pay close attention to 
these Thursday night meetings as to 
how a handful of people are trying to 
destroy the growth of the county. These 
no-growthers are trying to take away our 
children’s right to own a small piece of 
land.

Seen through 
the mists 


In the tumult and the shouting of the 
past ten days one has the sense of having 
lost all idea of economic integration. 
Highly intelligent people are going about 
confused over what is going on in the 
complicated quarrels in Washington hav­ 
ing to do with energy. 
Quite understandably. 
C o n c ern in g a ll of 
w hich, a few com ­ 
ments: 
1. The fundamental 
problem is untouched 
by all the wrangling 
o ver M r. C a r te r ’s 
e n e rg y b ill. 
T h a t 
p r o b le m 
is 
th e 
oligopolistic leverage 
of OPEC over world 
oil. Since the crack of 
doom sounded from 
Saudi Arabia after the Yom Kippur War 
in 1973, no policy has been arrived at to 
cope with the quadrupled price of oil 
coming from the OPEC nations. 


At a political level, there is an accom- 
modationist fatalism that is absolutely 
startling. It is as though God had an­ 
nounced, in November of 1973, that he 
was going to change the seasons around a 
bit. One professor from Johns Hopkins 
proposed we should consider military ac­ 
tion against Saudi Arabia if absolutely 
necessary. He was put in Coventry. 


The Dutch were finally forgiven by the 
Arabs for siding so conspicuously with 
Israel during the engagement, and were 
magnanimously perm itted to buy oil at 
$12 per barrel. The British were secretly 
enjoying the whole operation because 
they knew that very soon they would 
themselves be fellow-profiteers of the 
great oil gouge. The United States 
meanwhile did nothing, and calmly per­ 
mitted its imports of foreign oil to rise 
from one-third national consumption to 
one-half. 


Everyone in Washington is nowadays 
arguing whether gas prices should be 
deregulated Nobody appears to be .con­ 
cerned about the effect the oligopoly is 
having on the United States dollar, which 
is retreating all over the world. And 
quite rightly, inasmuch as we are 
predicting for this year a balance of 
trade deficit approximately four times 
as large as the largest in our history We 
are arguing about windfall profits for a 
few oil and gas producers from Texas, 
Oklahoma, and Louisiana while ap­ 
parently resigned forever to permitting 
a couple of sheiks to decide, according to 
their pleasure, the cost of oil, and 
therefore the value of the dollar. 


2. As long as we continue to force 
American producers to sell oil at a lesser 
price than we pay for foreign oil, we are 
in effect subsidizing the purchase oi 
foreign oil. By selling our oil at an a r­ 
tificially low price, we simultaneously 
increase demand and diminish supply. If 
oil taken from the ground is sold at less 
than the price of replacing that oil 
through fresh discoveries, a subsidy acts 
to encourage the expenditure of energy- 
dollars — and to increase general con­ 
sumption. resulting in a greater importa­ 
tion of oil. 


3. The Senate reasons correctly that if 
oil is taxed at the wellhead (for the pur­ 
pose of reimbursing certain purchasers 
some of the cost of oil), there will be no 
increased incentive to discover fresh oil. 
President C arter threatens (through Mr. 
Schlesinger) retaliation, proposing to in­ 
voke the authority granted to President 
Ford to impose a tax on imported oil, and 
then figure out some way to get that 
money back to the consumers through 
general tax relief. 


The whole thing is a m ess, subsidizing 
economic archaeologists who seek to 
trace the movements of dollars through 
tariff barriers, entitlem ent redistribu­ 
tions. wellhead subsidies: a m are’s nest 
of bureaucratic interference Reminding 
us that: 


4. Economic problems are best solved 
by the m arket place doing its impartial 
duty. P o litic a l p ro b lem s a re the 
preserve of the state. It is the job of 
American enterprise to find oil and gas 
and make it available. It is the job of the 
American Government to upset inter­ 
national co n sp iracies 
against the 
American consumer. 


The government has done nothing to 
cope with its responsibilities, but has 
done its best to prevent the economy 
from coping with its responsibilities. 
Add to the picture the opposition of the 
government to breeder reactors for the 
exploitation of plutonium power and you 
have the full picture of government inep­ 
titude and the neutralization of the entre­ 
preneurial function.
